Jobless in Holidays 


Relief for so of Atlanta’s un- 
employed during the Christmas hol- 
idays was seen Tuesday by Post- 
master E. K. Large following an- 
nouncement from Washington that 
the postoffice department will em- 
ploy around 250,000 persons during 
the holidays. 

Mr. Large said he understands 
that the department will waive its 
usual regulation of requiring 
Christmas help to come from the 
eligible list of the civil service un- 
til it is exhausted, and will give 
maximum aid in relieving distress 
by employing worthy unemployed 
heads of families: without having to 
wait on the eligible list. 

The Atlanta postoffice usually 
employs 500 persons during the hol- 
iday season. Applications will be 
received on or after November 1.

LONDON, Oct. 28.—(?)—Two of4 
the most famous men in the world, 
George Bernard Shaw and Professor 
Albert Einstein, spoke and exchanged 
compliments tonight at a dinner in 
honor of the German scientist. 

The soft Irish brogue of Mr. Shaw 
and the sharp staccato German of 
Professor Einstein were broadcast to 
millions of listeners in England and 


the United States. Reports from 
America showed fine reception. 

In proposing the health of Profes- 
sor Einstein, Mr. Shaw was in his 
lightest vein. 

“Here in 
great center, 


London we are still a 
I don’t suppose we 


‘shall be a great center long. All that 


will be transferred presently to the 
United States. But for the moment 
I am speaking in a capital where the 
reception of great men is a very com- 
mon event.”

Don't bemoan 
the hardness of fate. Rather see in 
it motives of remaining faithful to 
the Jewish community. We should 
not have survived as a community if 
we had had a bed of roses during 
the centuries.”

had not created a universe he had 
added much to the world’s happiness 
by his creation of character.

Henry. H. Curran, the president of 
the association, added that “scatter- 


ing answers favored modification of 
the Volstead act or putting the ques- 
tion of repeal up to popular vote of 
the people and ai few candidates 
evaded the question entirely.” 

The questionnaire, Curran said. 
asked: “Do you favor the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment?” He said 
265 replied “Yes,” and “only 99 as 
serted their support of the amend- 
ment.” 

“The replies,” he continued, “show- 
ed the candidates in the northeastern 
seaboard and Great Lakes states to 
be strongly against the amendment 
with a total of 162 for repeal to 25 
for retention of the dry law. 

“Similarly the sabderedhaen states 
showed a preponderant protons with 
78 answers for repeal to 26 dry re- 
plies. 

“The answers from states west of 
the Rockies showed 13 for repeal 
against 9 for retention. The south, 
however, continues to show most can- 
didates supporting the amendment 
— 39 negative replies to 11 for re- 
peal, 

“On the basis of replies received 
repeal and anti-repeal fights will be 
staged in 34 of the 48 states. Repeal 
candidates are in the congressional 
races in such hitherto dry states as 
Iowa, Arkansas, Texas, Oregon, Utah, 
West Virginia and Vermont. 

“From Ohio, the home of the Anti- 
Saloon League, only oné dry candi- 
date had the termerity to say he fa- 
vored the eighteenth amendment.

Coblentz! | 


There was a lady in Brussels in 
1914 who eame rushing into her 
friend's apartment at the moment 
when the first outriders of the invad- 
ing German army appeared on the 
main thoroughfare. She said she had 
hurried over because she didn’t want 
to miss the sight. She needn't have 
rushed really, for five days later the 
sight hadn’t passed yet and the stream 
of men and horses and guns poured 
on as steadily as on the first day. 
The same thing happened to us when 
we pulled into Coblentz to see the 
Steel Helmet parade. A fast ride from 
the railway station at 2 o'clock to a 
point on the route of march was com- 
pletely superfluous. For at 5 o'clock 
the last man hadn't gone by yet, al- 
though the spectacle of massed flags 
and banners had grown monotonous 
long before. Estimates vary as to 
the number parading. Some put it as 
high as 200,000. There certainly were 
150,000 men in line that day. A sober, 
grim-faced crowd they were. No cheer- 
ing, no laughter, a very matter-of- 
fact, serious-minded army it seemed. 
Only when they were massed before 
their leaders and such words as “we 
will never abandon our brothers in 
Poland and our brothers in Alsace- 
Lorraine” came from the speakers’ 
tribune, did those thousands raise 
their right hands with forefingers 
outstretched to make a solemn vow. 
In Rome any such demonstration 
would have passed off with a riot of 
shouting and excitement. But these 
Germans neither shouted nor yelled 
their agreement with the words of 
their leaders. They simply raised 
their arms in the deepest silence. I 
must say it was a hundred times more 
impressive than a gathering one Sun- 
day in the Roman Coliseum when the 
duce called dut at the end of a flam- 
boyant speech: “To whom Nice? To 
whom Corsica?” and the massed black- 
shirts replied in a thunderous roar of 
“A noi!” (To us!) To be sure, frail 
and boyish Mr. Hitler with his Char- 
lie Chaplin moustache on the rostrum 
near the kaiser’s four sons altogether 
lacked the pretorian dignity and the 
magnetic appeal of Signor Mussolini, 
but if we were to start out to con- 
quer the world we would prefer that 
Coblentz crowd to the delirious dag- 
ger-brandishing mass of the Coliseum. 
What does it all mean to the world? 
Coblentz was a mere geste, say some 
observers. Others see graver things 
In the meantime Ger- 
many gets a big loan. This will help 
more than anything else to confine the 
meaning of the Coblentz demonstration 
to that of a geste.

abor. 

The undeniable aristocracy that 
arose in the south upon the founda- 
tion of slavery was mortally offensive 
to the pseudo-aristocracy of twisters, 
turners, shopkeepers and freighters

This bifurcation of the Nordie race 
in North America was, as Dr. Kcken- 
rode implies, as divergent in ideals, 
objectives and habits as the divorce 
between the English stock in America 
from that remaining in England. The 
southern Nordics were tropicised by 
their emplacement and conditions; did 
set up an almost tangible “imperium 
in imperio;’’-and, when they felt suf- 
ficiently provoked, sought to erystal- 
lize it into an actual nation as the 
“Confederate States of America.”

Charging Davis With Our Loss. 

The body of Dr. Eckenrode’s book 
is occupied with a graphic account of 
“the interplay of the government and 
the military leaders’ of the Confed- 
eracy,. To those who can interest them- 
selves in the policies and strategies 
of war the story will appeal in a 
fascinating strength. 

The gravamen of the whole work 
seems to be to prove that “Jefferson 
Davis, president of the south,” in the 
double role of executive and command- 
er in chief of military operations, 
was a vivid misfit and a predestined 
failure, 

The final paragraph of the book 
presents the full conclusion reached 
by the ratiocination of its author. It 
reads: 

“Success depended, in the last 
analysis, on Jefferson Davis. He failed. 
Not from lack of brains, for he had 
a good mind, and not from want of 
character, for he was a strong man. 
But from temperament. He did not 
have the faculty of success; the power 
to grapple men to him, absolute self- 
forgetfulness. So he failed, and with 
him faded the last hope of the Nordic 
race.”

For myself, I am not minded to 
agree to all that. I saw Jefferson 
Davis inaugurated at Montgomery on 
February 18, 1861, and as a boy in 
his tenth year felt his hand and bless- 
ing on my head, As a page of the 
Confederate senate I carried many 
messages to him in the White House 
of the Confederacy. And as a_ boy 
paroled Confederate soldier at Macoy 
in late April of 1865, I saw my father, 
once adjutant of his staff, assist the 
prisoner president of the south into 
the presence of General Wilson, the 
Union commander of the city. I -vas 
one of his ardent worshipers and will 
never cease to hold him in: highest 
honor and reverence, 


At the same time I know that he 


was not a faultless man or an impec- 
cable president. He made some grave 
mistakes, sgme glaring errors of judg- 
ment and policy. 

But he was not the reason why 
ours became the “Lost Cause.” Dr. 
Eckenrode should not so pillory him 
after showing that from the start of 
his presidential career he had the sul- 
len, and often vocal, opposition of 
many of the strongest men in the 
south,

It is the nature of men who suffer 
the failure of a great adventure, in 
which they had invested their all and 
endowed with the strongest hope of 
their souls, to turn upon the leader 
whom the fates have forced to yield 
the common cause.

The southern Confederacy failed 
from a score of causes. The concatena- 
tion of them and their combined gravi- 
tation, no Alexander, no Napoleon, no 
Washington, could have overcome. 
They were economic distresses, hu- 
manitarian impacts, politicnl wurain- 
ages, and the slow and sapping at- 
tritims of waning manpower against 
an advancing wall of fresh fighting 
forces recruited from many nations.

Has the Automobile Industry 
Reached Its Peak? —Cu- 
ban Sugar Men Sail for 
Holland To Confer 
With Javanese on 
World Restric- 
tion. 


‘The motor industry has seen its 
best days,” said an investment banker 
who had just returned from a visit 
to the automobile centers of the coun- 
try. 


‘Has it? Colonel Leonard P. Ayres, | 


vice president of the Cleveland Trust 
Company, stated recently that i¢r his 
opinion “the peak of production reach- 
ed in the automotive industry in the 
first half of 1929 will be exceeded 
within the decade which we are about 
to enter, and probably before half of 
the decade has elapsed.” 

Nothing pessimistic in this. The 
colonel elaborated his position: 

“I believe that citizens of Canada 
and the United States are going to 
continue to use automobiles, at least 
as much as they are using them now. 
If this proves true, it follows that the 
production figures of the last two 
years, less exports, will become the 
replacement figures of the next two 
years.” 

The automotive industry is having 
a subnormal year. But the sgtura- 
tion point, either in the United States 
or in the rest of the world, is a long 
ways off. The industry right now is 
walking up the hill, instead of run- 
ning. So many people think some- 
thing awful happened to it. Well, 
something is happening. It’s at work 


laying the groundwork for its next 


epochal expansion. 


Should the Manufacturers’ Trust 
Company, the Bank of the United 
States, the Public National Bank and 
Trust Company and the International 
Trust Company—all of New York— 
merge, it would bring together the 
largest branch banking organizations 
in the United States outside of Cali- 
fornia. 

While the Bank of Manhattan Trust 
Company, with over 70 branches with- 
in New York city, has now the largest 
branch system, the merger of these 
four would give it branches totaling 
148 offices inside the city.

Atlanta Regarded as Borough. 

The census bureau did not regard 
the municipality created by the legis- 
lature as the city of Atlanta. Its an- 
nouncement said the population of 
“borough of Aflanta,” which was the 
city of Atlanta prior to the act of 
the legislature, was 270,367. Steuart 
added an explanation to the announce- 
ment which said that with the in- 
clusion of the area added by the legis- 
lature the population of “the munici- 
pality of Atlanta” would be 360,692. 
It was made plain, however, that the 
suburbs were not regarded as a part 
of the city. 

Protests in the form of letters, tele- 
grams and visits by Atlanta citizens 
did not materially change the position 
of the census bureau. ‘The city then 
went into court and was joined in 
this by an Atlanta municipal corpora- 
tion, a newspaper, a hotel, a furni- 
ture concern and a citizen. 

Houston, Texas, which, as the esti- 
mate of the bureau now stands, out- 
ranks Atlanta in population, sought to 
intervene in support of Director 
Steuart, but failed. 

In‘ his reply to Atlanta’s legal ac- 
tion, Steuart outlined some of the 
reasons which caused his department 
to give Atlanta the lower figure. He 
said he had examined the action of 
the legislature creating Greater At- 
lanta and had found it “possessed none 
of the qualities or characteristics of 
any other city in the United States.” 

Lack of Governing Power. 

“The act gave the officials no gov- 
erning power,” he added, “nor could 
said officials levy taxes, issue bonds 
or enact legislation or ordinances of 
any kind.” 


Justice Siddons apparently had lit-| 


tle sympathy with this view. He said 
it had long been established that a 
state had the power to set up munici- 
palities, unless constitutional provi- 
sions were violated, and there was no 
evidence of this in the act of the 
Georgia legislature. :

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(SENERAL interest in common stocks has 
.very greatly increased in the last decade. It rests on 
the belief that sound American business enterprises are 
bound to grow; that equity investments in those enter- 


prises will advance in value correspondingly. 


This is a logical point of view. Popular acceptance of 
it came with such momentum, however, and over such 
a comparatively short term of years that it contributed, 
along with other influences, to over-stimulation of the 
stock market.

After the Parker report had been 
published, Governor Hardman called 
on the solicitor-general of the Atlantic 
circuit, in which Darien is located, to 
make a separate inquiry of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the lynching 
in view oi what the governor ex- 
plained as “conflicting teports.” 


Solicitor’s Views. 


This investigation Solicitor-Genera! 
Grice made as quickly after it had 
been asked as he could get out of 
court. In.a document of five type- 
written pages, the _ solicitor-general 
said after mailing it to the governor. 
the conclusion was reached that 
neither the national guard nor the 
peace officers were to be held blame- 
less. After waiting several days for 
the governor to voluntarily release his 
report, the solicitor-general, pointing 
out that he was anxious not to affront 
the chief executive, expressed the hope 
that Governor Hardman would give it 
out for publication so that the people 
of Georgia might understand why he 
lodged a general charge of inefficiency, 
to say the least, against both the na- 
tional guard and peace officers.

In the backward pass _ the 
simplest variation is to run two 
hacks around the end, the ball 
carrier inside, with his teammate 
four or five yards to the outside. 
In this play no effort is made to 
take out the defensive end, who 
gets a clear shot at the ball car- | 
rier. 

The end has to develop the play | 
and must play the ball carrier. If | 
he rushes the man earrying the ball 
after he has clearly committed hiin- 
self, this man makes a backward pass 
to his teammate, who by that time is 
around the end and in the open. 

BACKS FIGURE. 

Of course, the defensive backs have 
to be reckoned with. They must be 
put out of the way, or the man re- 
ceiving the lateral will be tackled 
with small gain. 

A lateral pass and then a for- 
ward make a splendid combina- 
tion play. If the backs come up 
fast the lateral receiver is in good 
position to make a long forward 
pass to an end down field, and 
this threat of the forward pass 
after the lateral will have a ten- 
dency to slow up the defensive 
backs in covering the lateral.
